War on W eeds 


Editor, Western Globe: 


Dear Sir: 

Please allow me space in your pa- 
per on a few suggestions on weed 
control. 

The Municipal Council of Lorne, 
has again appointed me one of their 
Weed Inspectors. I will have charge 
of the east half of the district—the 
same part as last year. This will be 
my fourth year in the same district, 
and the time has come where I must 
begin to show some results. 

It should not be necessary to re- 
mind the farmers of this part of the 
municipality that the weed problem 
is very serious. Perennial Sow 
Thistle and Canadian Thistle were 
left undisturbed for several years 
before anybody knew or realized how 
serious they were, with the result 
when I started my work, weed in- 
specting they could be found on 
nearly every farm in my district. 
Many of the worst farms have been 
rented out for several years and as 
a rule are farmed very poorly, and 
unless the weed inspectors are given 
full power to cope with the situation, 
I do not know where this will end. 

I will take this opportunity to 
thank the farmers and many others, 
who have co-operated and assisted 
me in my work. Without their sup- 
port, my work would have been next 
to impossible. I have before me a 
pamphlet prepared by your muni- 
cipal council. It. would pay every 
ratepayer to read this very carefully. 
It contains much good advice and in- 
formation and if every farmer would 
follow this up, Weed Inspection 
would not cost much money. But, 
I am very sorry to admit that we 
are far from this yet. Many farm 
owners as well as renters will not, 
do anything to their weeds until the 
weed inspector has been on their 
farms several times and begins to 
take drastic action. 


Many municipalities appoint only 
one weed inspector for the whole 
municipality. It is impossible for 
the inspector to cover his district 
thoroughly more than once, with the 
result that most of the thistles are 
left undisturbed and going to seed, 
infesting the whole surrounding dis- 


trict. I will not try to blame any- 
body. I do not know where the 
blame lies, but somebody is _ sleep- 


ing on the job, and until this is cor- 


rected much money paid out for 
weed inspection is wasted. 
In speaking from experience, the 


good and clean farmers do not need 
any weed inspection at all. They 
would take care of the thistles and 
weeds if there was no weed inspect- 
or. But we have in every district in 
the province many poor and dirty 
farmers, moving from place to place, 
and here’s where one or two weed in- 
spectionS’ are a waste of money. If 
these farmers or renters know that 
the weed inspector will not be back 
as many times a necessary, the weeds 
are sure to go to seed. The good 
and clean farmer who is trying to 
keep his farm clean, is working 
against too great odds, if this is al- 
lowed to go on. And here’s where 
it takes the co-operation of the whole 
province. Many farmers will prom- 
ise the weed inspector faithfully that 
they will take care of the  thistles 
and. other weeds, but as soon as he 
is out of the place they forget all 
about it, and if this is not followed 
up until the weeds are taken care of 
the money expended for the first in- 
spection is a dead loss. Too much 
money has been wasted in this way 
in the past. And if anybody knows 
of a way where one weed inspection 
is sufifcient and can guarantee that 
the weeds will be looked after and 
kept from going to seed he will be 
doing his country a great service. 
This is written especially for the 
east half of Lorne. I am paid by 
the day, times are hard and your 
council do not want me to put more 
time than is absolutely necessary. 


Please do not wait until I come to 
your farm and find the thistles for 
you. You know where they are bet- 
ter than I do. Keep them in check 
all the time and try to get them de- 
streyed, and I will try to see that no 
more weed seeds are blowing onto 
your farm from your neighbors this- 
tle patches. Let me make this clear 
when I start out on my weed work. 
I have no friends and no enemies. 
Everyone is expected to do his duty. 
You will be given plenty of time to 
keep your thistles in check, and this 
is an official warning. This is going 
to be a strictly enforced as long as I 
stay on the job. Sow and Canada 
thistles will not be allowed to go to 
seed, If I see you are careless or 
that the thistles are getting out of 
your control, men will be hired by, 
me to eradicate these weeds, and 
the cost will be placed against your 
farm and will be collected in the 
same way as taxes. I have already 
spent some time warning the farm- 
ers where the weeds are very bad, 
not to seed any more into” grain 
than they are able to take care of. I 
do not not like to and never have de- 
stroyed any crop. I have always 
given the man the preference of tak- 
ing care of his thistles in any way 
he saw fit, so long as the  thistles 
were not seeding. This will be my 
policy again this year. If you are 
going to spray your thistles and 
keep them in check this way, please 
do it early. Do not let them come 
out in bloom. Perennial Sow This 
tle will grow and germinate forty- 
five per cent. of all seed after they 
have been out in bloom four days. 
In spraying with chemical, it will not 
kill the seed after that date. Last 
year several fields were sprayed af- 
ter the thistles had been out in bloom 
for several days. This should not 
be repeated again. You are not only 
polluting your own farm, but you 
are also infesting your neighbor’s 
land. This we must try to avoid at 
all costs. 

Perennial Sow and Canada Thistle 


er powerfully entrenched, cannot in 
opposition do more than delay tthe 
necessary readjustment,’’ said Sir 
Joseph Flavelle, Canadian merchant 
prince, addressing the Canadian 
Credit Men’s association at their an- 
nual banquet Thursday night.

{ am thinking of the millions of 
helpless men and women who are'un- 
employed, with consequent distress te 
themselves and to wom<n and chilt- 
ren in their homes.

rice of sugar, and in the United 
States and Oanada to control or 
maintain the price of wheat and oth- 
er commodities——‘‘all these move- 
ments failed in their objective,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Amd some with such heavy 


can be destroyed in one year by en- 
tirely black cultivation from now un- 
til freeze-up. This is the method I 
recommend. The chemical is not a 
success yet and should only be used 
where cultivation is impossible, and 
on very small patches in the field. If 
used at all be sure to use plenty of it. 
Enough must be used to destrey all 
growth where the thistles have been. 
This is very expensive and should 
not be recommended on big patches. 

The following is a report in full 
that I received last winter when at- 
tending the weed conference held at 
the Edmonton University. Judge for 
yourself: 

The Alberta Advisory Weed Board, 
meeting in Edmonton, February 26, 
1931, decided to release the - infor- 
mation obtained for it to date from 
trials with commercial chemical 
weed destroyers, conducted by the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. 
These trials were first undertaken in 
1929 to ascertain the value of com- 
mercial herbicides being offered for 
sale to the farmers of the province. 
In 1930 they were supplementary to 
a larger programme begun by the 
National Research Council of Canada, 
with the use of pure chemicals as 
weed destroyers. Most of the trials 
have been conducted in the Raymond 
district, with minor tests in the Ed- 
monton, Olds and Buffalo Lake lo- 
calities. The information obtained 
from them may have to be qualified 
in future, inasmuch as they have on- 
ly been under way for two seasons. 
Nevertheless, as the members 
of the Advisory Weed Board feel 
that large sums of money are being 
spent annually for chemical weed de- 
stroyers by the individual farmers, 
rural municipalities or companies, 


they believe that these should be giv- | 


en the information obtained from the 
trials to date. 

The Board is of the opinion that 
the use of chemical weed destroyers 
is impractical where good tillage me- 
thods can be followed. Experiments 


show that most of the products offer- |

‘*Any scheme or plan which diverts 
from the natural consequences of 
mistaken action. 
owner or organization from attention 
to his own affairs is more than mis- 
vhievous, it is destructive. Yet by a 
strange perversion most men of af- 
fairs, includi farmers, attribute 
their disappointments to outside 
causes and seek relief through at- 
tempted betterment in outside ser- 
vices.’’ 

In urging uniform co-operative at- 
tempts at readjustment, Sir Joseph 
declared the concensus of informed 
opinion ‘‘is that while there will be 
some recovery from present record 
low prices of primary products we 
have definitely entered into a per- 
tod of years of materially lower com- 
modity values.’’ 

All concerned,’’ he said, ‘‘should 
help in the inevitable readjustment, 
whereby the expense ratio in indus- 
try shall be brought into step with 
the reduced price of primary com- 
modities, with consequent reduction 
in prices of finished products or ser- 
vices. This can be made ssible if 
the parties concerned willingly ne- 
gotiate an understanding. If sus- 
picion, eae ngd and prejudices com- 
mand the field a_ rational under- 
standing will not be reached. 

‘““Yet what should be accomplish- 
ed in eful negotiation will ultim- 
ately forced into effect in bitter 
struggle, with its accompanying bit- 
ter memories—memories which will 
long rankle. Readjustment accom- 
plished in constructive peaceful 
counsels will result in contagious 
goodwill and confidence. These will 
bring their restorative powers to 
greatly troubled communities and 
needed employment to the distress- 
ful unemployment.’’

This chlorate re- 
quires a rate of application between 
eight and nine hundred pounds per 
acre to be effective in controlling 
the worst perennial weeds. The ne- 
cessity for such rates of application 
limits the use of chemicals to small 
inaccessible areas, barren or rough 
lands, or shores where tillage is im- 
possible and where the weed infesta- 


tion is sufficient to justify a large 
cash outlay. 

The Board urges farmers pur- 
chasing chemical to use the great- 


est caution in the care and handling 
of them on account of the fire haz- 
ard attached to sodium chlorate. 

In the trials of the past two sea- 
sons, chemicals that reduced the 
growth and injured the stand of Can- 
ada thistle, perennial sow thistle and

couch grass were: Altacide, Formite 
and Alsask. Single application of 
these at rates recommended by the 
manufacturers did not, except in a 
few cases, completely eradicate the 
weeds. Either a heavier or second 
and third applications were requir- 
ed. Whenever they were used they 
produced a condition in the soil det- 
rimental to all plant growth. In ad- 
dition to the above mentioned chem- 
icals others which showed promise of 
reducing the growth and_ injuring 
Canada thistle and perennial Sow 
Thistle, were Kaempfe 33 and Weed- 
Cop GChemicals which either were 
not effective or showed little prom- 
ise of eradicating Canada and Per- 
ennial Sow Thistle, also Dominion, 
Weed Ex, R&phanite, Powlan Thistle, 
Weed Killer, Stoldt’s 606 and Dis- 
teltod.
